tlon. 


The Philadelphia Board of Health has 


iasned a circular giving tbe following regu- 
lations for the prevention and restriction 
of diphtheria: 


Recent investigations having proved that 


the poison of diphtheria ia portable, com- 
municable by infection, and capable ot re- 
prodning itself oatiide of the human body, 
diphtheria must now be ranked as both a 
ontagious aud infectious disease. The fol- 
owing rules are therefore more imperative 
han ever before: 


First—When a child or young person has 


a sore throat, a bad odor to its breath, and 
especially if it has fever, it should immedi- 
ately be separated and kept secluded from 
all other persons except necessary attend- 
ants, until it be ascertained whether or not 
it haa diphtheria or some other communi- 
cable disease. 


Second—Every person known to be sick 


with diphtheria should be prompty and ef- 
fectually isolated from the public. Only 
those persons who are actually necessary 
should have charge of or visit the patient, 
and those visitors should be restricted in 
their intercourse with other individuals. 
Children residing in a house where there ia 
a case of diphtheria should »ot be per- 
mitted to attend school. 


Third—When a case of diphtheria ia Inlly 


developed the same precautions in regard 
to free ventilation, disposal and disinfec- 
tion of discharges, bed or body linen, and 
so forth, isolation during convalescence (or 
management of the corpse should death 
unfortunately occur), etc., etc., onghtto be 
enforced which have already been recom- 
mended in regard to small-pox. 


Fourth—It is particularly important that 


persons whose throats are tender or sore 
from any ciuse should avoid possible ex- 
posure to Ihe contagion of diphtheria. 
Childien nndertea yeois ol age ate in much 
greater danger of taking the diseato, and 
i 'f.-r they do take it of dying from it, than 
uiu grown persons. But adults are not ex- 
empt, and mild oasea in them may canse 
whole series of fatal attacks among chil- 
dren. 


Fifth—Numerous instances are recorded 


where the oonUgion of diphtheria has re- 
tained its virulence for weeks and months, 
in cesspools, heaps of decaying vegetable 
matter, damp walls, etc., and been carried 
for long distances in clothing, in sewers, in 
waste-pipes from stationary washitands, 
and in other conduits. Hence all sewer 
connections and other carriers of filth 
should be well ventilated and disinfected, 
and children particularly should pot be 
allowed to breathe the air of any water- 
oloiet, cesspool or sewer into which dis- 
charges from patients sick with diphtheria 
have entered, nor to drink water or milk 
which has been exposed to such air or the 
atmosphere of the sick-room. 


Sixth—Beware of any person who has a 


•ore throat; do not kiss such a person or 
take his or hsr breath; do not drink from 
the same cup, blow the same whistle nor 
put his pencil or pen into your mouth. 


Seventh—Do not wear nor handle cloth- 


ing which has been worn by a person dur- 
ing sickness or convalescence from diph- 
theria.

The Winter of 1891-2 will be one of 


great drouth on tho FaciEo Coast, at least 
south of the southern boundary of Oregon. 
The temperature of California will be be- 
low the normal, while that of Nevada wi'l 
be considerable above. These conditions 
will be reversed in the porthern hall of tbe 
Mississippi Valley, where the Winter will 
be one of extremo severity. Heavy snow 
storms and railroad blockades will bo of 
frequent occurrence. The Winter will be 
one of special severity in Iowa, Illinois 
and the northern part of Missouri, and all 
over the northern part of the Mississippi 
Valley. 


The drouth on the Pacific Coast will be 


partially broken the latter part of March 
or the first part of April by two or three 
inches of rain in the Sacramento ValUy, 
and heavy snows in the high Sierra, which 
will be the salvation of the hay and grain 
crops of the mountain valleys where irri- 
gation is in use. These predictions are not 
based on such calculations as are made by 
electricians, astronomers or "oldest inhab- 
itants" with poor memories, but are based 
on observation and close calculations, 
made on climatic conditions which are 
known to have existed during the last 
thirty years. There are a combination of 
conditions that exist at the present time 
which makes it almost absolutely certain 
that the present season will be one of 
great drouth on the southern part of the 
Pacific Coast.

dictions will not be verified, they are here- 
by submitted for trial.

Plenty of Game. 


that the game law is off, our 


woods will swarm with hunters of all 
descriptions, from the "cockney" sports- 
man dowp (or tip) to the professional 
hunter. There are generally four hunt- 
ers to one bird, and we have known men 
tramping all day and bringing home two 
r three little chirping birds. It is this 
lass of hunters who do the most damage, 
as they are not capable of shooting game 
>irds, and pepper away at any and every 
ittle bird they see, till there are hardly 
any left. Our local hunters say that there 
vill be plenty of game this season. Gen- 
erally speaking we have a fair, mild win- 
er, very little crust on the snow and but 
ew ice storms. 
The severe ice storms destroy more 


quail than the hunters kill, because quail 
;enerally roost together on the ground, 
ind if snow falls during the night and 
crusts over, it simply smothers them. 
Sunters have found whole flocks of 
;hem lying close together, having been 
unable to penetrate through the crust. 
There were never so many flocks of quail 
around as at present. 
£k> where you 


will you will find them. A large flock 
passed over the f air ground Wednesday 
afternoon while the trotting took place, 
which made some of our hunters' months 
water. 
Partridges are also very plenty, arid, 


what is still better, they are full grown 
and plump. Of woodcock we have seen 
tut a few. Yeara ago they were plenty 
every season in our swamps, but the 
summer shooting has killed them off, 
and but very few breed in our swamps 
now. The fall flight generally brings a 
few scattering ones, but as they are a 
migratory bird and fly principally dur- 
ing the nighttime, we get but now and 
then a chance to shoot at them. There 
are also plenty of foxes, and our hunters 
don't need to go ver? far to find them if 
they only know how, as Reynard is a 
cunning and sly chap.—Water/town (N. 
Y.) Cor. "Waterbury American.

New lakes on Mar*. 


There is one point of view from which 


the formation of a new lake in southern 
California by the overflowing of a sandy 
desert with water from the Colorado 
river potsessea peculiar interest. It may 
throw light upon some of the mysterious 
changes that have occurred upon the 
planet Mars. Near the equator of Mars 
there is a region which has been believed 
to be part of the dry land of that planet, 
and which has been named Lybia by the 
Italian astronomer Schiaparelli. 


But a few years ago a change occurred 


in the color of "Lybia," and some of the 
observers thought that it must have 
been suddenly overflowed with water, 
since it had assumed the color charac- 
teristic of the other regions of Mars that 
are supposed to be water covered. 


Other similar changes have been seen 
iy telescopists on Mars. 
Now that a new lake has actually been 
ormed on the earth by the unexpected 
tiling up with water of a depressed area 
if dry land, those who believe that a 
similar occurrence, on a larger scale, has 
;aken place on Mars will probably be 
itrengthened in that interesting opinion.

Snlbbllnj; Beans. 


Snibbling beans is at this season of 


;he year an evening occupation for Ger- 
man housewives. They are the common 
string beans, which can be bought by 
the bag, about two bushels. They are 
washed and strung, and then, with a 
very sharp knife or special implement, 
;hey are cut into very thin slices and 
>acked in layers in an earthen crock. 
3n each layer of beans is spread a layer 
of salt, and when the crock is almost 
'nil a large plate covers the whole, and 
is held down by a weight, generally a 
nick. 
If brine does not collect suf- 


iciently to cover the layers, a little 
water is added, and the beans are ready 
for use in the winter. The salt that is 
absorbed must be removed by soaking 
;he beans overnight, when they are 
ready to be cooked. It is not unusual 
tor housewives to have smbbling par- 
ties, at which their friends and relatives 
assist in the slicing, refreshments being 
secondary features of the occasions.— 
New York Sun.
